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FDA Definitions and Standards 
For Canned Foods Re-issued 


All currently effective definitions 
and standards for food promulgated 
under the Federal Food, Drug, and 
Cosmetic Act have been re-issued by 
the Food and Drug Administration. 
The re-publication which appeared in 
the Federal Register of October 30 is 
a compilation of existing regulations 
and amendments, which are un- 
changed. 

Among the canned food products 
for which definitions and standards of 
identity—and fill of container, where 
applicable—have been re-issued are 
peaches, apricots, pears, cherries, fruit 
cocktail, preserves, jams and fruit 
jelly, shrimp, oysters, peas, green and 
wax beans, tomato products, and cer- 
tain other vegetables, including as- 
paragus, lima beans, beets, cabbage, 
carrots, corn, mushrooms, potatoes, 
sweetpotatoes, and spinach. 


Tariff Commission Hearings 


The Tariff Commission announced 
yesterday that it will conduct an in- 
vestigation, including a public hearing, 
to assist the Commission in the prep- 
aration of its report on the question 
of what concessions may be made in 
proposed trade agreements “without 
causing or threatening serious injury 
to domestic producers.” 

Trade agreements with Denmark, 
Dominican Republic, E] Salvador, Fin- 
land, Greece, Haiti, Italy, Nicaragua, 
Peru, Sweden, and Uruguay have been 
proposed. The canned commodities to 
which the investigation will be limited 
are cherries, tomatoes and tomato 
paste, figs, puddings, pimientos, sauer- 
kraut, and other pickled vegetables. 

All interested parties may be heard 
at a public hearing to commence at 
the Commission on December 7. Per- 
sons intending to be heard must file 
a request on or before November 29. 
Persons unable to attend may file writ- 
ten statements, under oath, before the 
close of the hearings. 


Export Quota for Tinplate 

The Department of Commerce has 
announced an over-all quota of 113,000 
tons of priority rated tinplate for ex- 
port for the first quarter of 1949. 


Program for Board Meeting 


The Association’s finances, nutrition research, building plans, 
the 1949 Canners Convention, and agricultural policy are among 
the important subjects to be discussed by the Board of Directors 
at its meeting in Chicago November 12. 


Report of Association Finances 
Although one of the routine considerations at each Board meet- 
ing has been the Association’s financial status, including a rela- 
tionship of expenditures to the budget, a detailed analysis of the 
income of the N.C.A. will be reported at this meeting, and tenta- 
tive recommendations for the 1949 budget will be made by Emil 
Rutz, chairman of the Finance Committee. 


Nutrition Research 

The nutrition research program, a joint undertaking of the 
N.C.A. and the Can Manufacturers’ Institute and a typical ex- 
ample of one of the Association’s important research projects, 
will be reviewed by Dr. E. J. Cameron, Director of the Washing- 
ton Research Laboratory, in a report on the progress achieved 
during the six years of the program. Dr. C. A. Elvehjem of the 
University of Wisconsin, discoverer of Vitamin 5 and one of the 
outstanding nutrition technologists in the world, will address the 
Board at luncheon. Also, Lt. Col. Joseph S. Kujawski, command- 
ing officer of the Food and Container Institute of the Armed Forces, 
in Chicago, will speak on the military importance of nutrition 
research in connection with national defense. 


Canning Industry and the Government 

Because one of the most controversial administrative and legal 
developments in the Government—the Supreme Court’s recent de- 
cision affecting basing point and other methods of selling—is of 
vital concern to the canning industry, the ramifications of this 
decision with regard to the Robinson-Patman Act, Federal Trade 
Commission Act, and the various anti-trust laws will be discussed. 
Hearings before the Capehart Committee of the Senate Committee 
on Interstate and Foreign Commerce, scheduled to begin Novem- 
ber 9, afford the industry an opportunity to give public expres- 
sion to its opinions and recommendations. H. T. Austern, Asso- 
ciation counsel, will give the Board and Administrative Council 
a thorough analysis of these problems, and the Board will be asked 
to develop a plan of action for the Association. 


Building Program 


The Buildings Committee has been very active through its two 
subcommittees, one for the Eastern and the other for the Western 
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building. Each of these proposed 
buildings will be in the preliminary 
blueprint stage at the time of the 
Board meeting, and it is expected that 
fairly reliable estimates will be avail- 
able. Following a report by W. F. 
Dietrich, chairman of the Buildings 
Committee, the Board will be asked to 
decide the course of action to be taken; 
that is, whether to proceed with con- 
struction, and, if so, when. 


Agricultural Policy 

Although agricultural policy has 
been discussed by the Board on two 
or three previous occasions, it has 
proven to be a subject of such im- 
portance and magnitude that it could 
not be satisfactorily handled without 
special preparation. R. H. Winters, 
chairman of the Agricultural Policy 
Committee appointed following the 
May meeting of the Board, will present 
a report on this subject. This will 


serve as background from which the 
Board will have the opportunity to 
develop a policy under which the As- 
sociation can work. 


Other Industry-Wide Activities 


Robert A. Friend, chairman of the 
Convention Committee, will report on 
the 1949 Convention, for which plans 
are well in hand. The program for the 
Board meeting will be completed with 
reports by H. N. Riley, chairman of 
the Scientific Research Committee, and 
B. C. Olney, chairman of the Public 
Relations Committee. 


Prior to the all-day meeting of the 
Board on November 12, the Adminis- 
trative Council and certain committees 
will meet to complete the formulation 
of proposals to be laid before the 
Board. The schedule of meetings was 
announced in the INFORMATION LETTER 
of October 16, page 337.

FOREIGN TRADE 


FAO Plans World Food Supply 


Delegates of the 57 member coun- 
tries of the Food and Agriculture Or- 
ganization of the United Nations meet 
in Washington on November 15 to be- 
gin a two-week conference on the 
world’s supply of food, fertilizer and 
farm equipment. 

FAO Director-General Norris E. 
Dodd announced that one of three 
commissions “will conduct a full-scale 
review and analysis of the world situa- 
tion respecting production, marketing, 
and consumption of food and agricul- 
tural products, including fish and tim- 
ber. Its purpose will be to develop 
facts and to supply guidance so that 
planning for increased production can 
become truly international.” 


Economic Review of Europe 


The United Nations has announced 
the publication of a 206-page research 
study entitled “A Survey of the Eco- 


nomic Situation and Prospects in 
Europe,” which is designed to present 
a picture of the economy of Europe 
as a whole rather than of the situation 
in individual countries. It includes in- 
formation concerning economic condi- 
tions both in the 16 Marshall Plan 
countries and in the countries of Cen- 
tral and Eastern Europe. The survey 
is divided into four main parts: re- 
covery of production, recovery in 
trade, balance of payments, and prob- 
lems of European reconstruction. 


FOREIGN RELIEF 


New CARE Packages 


CARE announced this week a new 
and improved standard food package, 
containing more canned meat than 
before, and a special holiday food pack- 
age, also containing canned foods. 


Included in the revised standard 
package, weighing 22% pounds net, 
are one pound each of beef in beef 
broth, steak and kidney, and apricot 
preserves, and one-half pound each of 
corned beef loaf, liver loaf, and bacon, 
all in cans. The new assortment be- 
came available for shipment on No- 
vember 1. 


The holiday package contains a 
canned turkey, of a breed developed 
by the Department of Agriculture, 
and cans of lemon juice, strawberry 
preserves, and plum pudding, and a 
can opener. 

The new standard food package, like 
the one available from CARE hereto- 
fore, will be sold for $10, and the holi- 
day package will cost $15. 


ECA Begins 1949 Planning 


Economic Cooperation Administra- 
tor Paul G. Hoffman has announced 
that he has received the first annual 
program prepared by the Organization 
for European Economic Cooperation 
(OEEC) in Paris covering the period 
—_ July 1, 1948, through June 30, 
1949. 


The OEEC agreement contains pro- 
duction, consumption and trade pro- 
grams and a proposed division of 
American financial aid among the 16 
participating nations amounting to 
$4,875,000,000. The OEEC program 
is subject to review by ECA, and will 
require Congressional appropriations 
before it can be implemented. 


The announcement did not state 
what share of such a sum might be 
spent for food. However, Mr. Hoff- 
man has announced from time to time 
that as the European Recovery Pro- 
gram progresses, it will tend more to- 
ward recovery items, such as capital 
goods. 

The Administrator pointed out, how- 
ever, that the law requires him to take 
into account a number of questions re- 
lating to the domestic economy, such 
as “the mandatory purchase with ECA 
grant funds only in the United States 
of agricultural commodities which are 
in surplus supply in the United 
States.”

Canned Foods Price Publicity 


Publicity pointing to the favorable 
price position of canned foods is known 
to have been published in newspapers 
having a total circulation of 4,541,114.

RAW PRODUCTS 


Carriers of Peach Disease 


Insects are known now to spread 
the serious virus disease called phony 
peach, the Department of Agriculture 
has announced. Stem-feeding leaf- 
hoppers are the carriers, according to 
W. F. Turner, USDA entomologist. 
This disease has caused the destruc- 
tion of over 1,500,000 peach trees since 
1929 in the southeastern United 
States. 

Insecticides which kill the disease 
carriers may now save commercial 
plantings of peaches in infected areas, 
although this is not at all certain, 
USDA states. Research is underway, 
however, to find effective insecticides 
and to determine when they must be 
applied. 

Phony peach disease occurs from the 
Carolinas and Georgia to Texas. 
There is no known cure and commer- 
cial producers in all peach-growing 
areas are vitally interested in the 
problem. Infected trees are dwarfed 
and produce limited numbers of under- 
sized fruit. Growers pull diseased 
trees out of their orchards to save 
others which may not be infected.

Baby Food Committee Meets 


A meeting of the N.C.A. Eastern 
Technical Committee on Baby Foods, 
advisory to the N.C.A. Scientific Re- 
search Committee, was held November

Hearing on Freight Rates 


The railroads’ petition for an “emer- 
gency” increase of 8 percent in freight 
rates was refused by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission November 2. 
The ICC has scheduled a hearing No- 
vember 30 to receive arguments from 
the railroads in support of their peti- 
tion for a 13 percent rate increase. 
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
